Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  I966. 

The  Estimated  Mid-Year  Home  Population  v/as  25 » 550 
persons,  this  being  450  more  than  in  1965*  Births  numbered 
416  (386  in  1965)  and  of  these  27  were  illegitimate  (25  in 
1965) » There  were  4 stillbirths  (7  in  I965).  Deaths  from  i 
all  causes  totalled  355  (349  in  I965)  and  sis  infants  died 
under  one  year  of  age (9  in  I965).  There  was  one  death  from 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  two  deaths  were  from  syphilitic 
disease  (l  and  0 respectively  in  I965.)  Cancer  was  the  cause 
of  death  of  65  persons,  40  males  and  25  females.  Motor 
vehicle  accidents  caused  the  death  of  six  males  and  all  other 
accidents  caused  5 deaths(5  and  5 in  I965).  There  was  one 
suicide,  that  of  a male  in  the  55“44  year  age  group. 

Infectious  Disease.  There  was  one  case  of  dysentery  notified, 
and  five  other  cases  of  dysentery, an4  three  cases  of  food 
poisoning  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Department  other  than 
by  notification.  Amongst  these  persons  there  were  three  food 
handlers  and  it  was  necessary  to  take  action  in  accordance 
with  the  Public  Health( Infectious  Diseases )Regulations  1953 
requiring  the  persons  concerned  to  discontinue  from  engaging 
in  any  occupation  connected  with  the  preparation  and  handling 
of  food  and  drink  v;hile  infected. 

Water  Supplies.  Most  of  the  houses  in  the  District  are  con- 
nected to  the  public  supply  but  there  are  a number  who  obtain 
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their  supply  from  wells.  These  supplies  are  always  a 
potential  hazard.  Fortunately  in  1966  the  supplies  from  three 
wells  were  discontinued,  the  houses  served  by  them  being 
connected  to  the  public  supply. 

With  regard  to  food  hygiene,  a sample  of  water  taken  from  a tap 
and  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  (details  on  page  13} 
showed  very  clearly  how  soiled  hands  can  contaminate  water 
coming  out  of  a tap.  It  is  this  contamination  of  taps  and 
possible  transference  of  the  contamination  to  food  which 
makes  the  present  type  of  wash  hand  basin  so  unsatisfactory 
and  this  is  specially  so  when  the  washing  facilities  in  food 
premises  are  associated  with  the  toilet  accommodation  which 
is  not  uncommon.  The  only  type  of  wash  hand  basin  which  is 
completely  satisfactory  is  one  which  is  operated  by  a foot 
pedal . 

Poultry  Inspection.  In  19^6,  a letter  was  received  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  drawing  attention  to  the  need  for 
frequent  visits  to  all  poultry  processing  establishments  to 
ensure  that  the  requirements  of  the  Pood  Hygiene (General) 
Regulations , i960,  etc.  are  being  carried  out.  Details  of  the 
v/ork  carried  out  in  I966  are  given  later  in  this  Report. 

Drainage.  The  main  drainage  programme  progressed  during 
the  year  and  427  propr^rties  ?/ith  cesspools  were  connected  to 
main  drainage.  V/hen  a village  is  sewered  it  is  found  that 
95-100';  • of  the  properties  are  connected  to  the  sewer  within 
16  months.  Unfortunately  planning  permission  had  to  be  given 
for  the  construction  of  50  properties  with  cesspools.  Of 
these,  8 v;ere  for  agricultural  needs  and  2 v/erc  service 
cottages  in  a remote  part  of  the  District.  The  other  propert- 
ies were  residential;  fourteen  of  these  have  a temporary 
cesspool  pending  the  arrival  of  main  drainage  and  in  fact, 
the  pipes  have  been  laid  by  the  developers  in  readiness  for 
copnection . 

It  will  be  seen  later  in  this  Report  that  progress 
has  been  made  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  further  drainage 
schemes.  In  addition,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  considera,tiOii 
was  given  to  the  Stocksfield  n,rea  of  V/iston  v/here  the  present 
system  of  drainage  has  given  rise  to  a nuisance  recurring  over 
many  years . 


I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  and  Works  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support,  I 
also  thank  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  information  which 
they  supplied  for  this  Report,  and  the  staff  of  my  Department.

The  Chtmctonhury  Rural  District  comprised  of  1 8 parishes  and 
covering  acres  is  situated  at  the  eastern  end  of  of  the  County 

of  West  Sussex.  Running  east  and  v;est  through  the  district  are 
the  South  Dov/ns  rising  to  a height  of  800  feet,  Tiyo  river 
valleys,  the  Adur  and  the  Arun,  cut  through  this  range,  the  River 
Adur  finding  its  outlet  to  the  sea  at  Shoreham-hy-Sea,  and  the 
River  Arun  at  Littlehainpton, 

Tlie  District  is  mainly  residential.  Industrial  hereditaments 
represent  14^  of  the  rateable  value.  Aproximately  10^  of  the 
dwellings  are  occupied  by  persons  employed  in  agriculture.

Comparative  Statistics  19,66.  In  order  that  birth  and 
death  rates  respectively  can  be  compared  with  those  of 
other  districts  and  with  England  and  Wales,  the 
Registrar  General  provides  an  "Area  Comparability  Factor" 
for  births  and  one  for  deaths  for  each  district.

Food  Poisoning  No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified 
during ’’’thF’yeXr  but  one  family  outbreak  involving  3 
persor.s  and  one  sporadic  case  were  otherwise  ascertained. 
In  the  case  of  the  family  outbreak  the  organism  was 
Salmonella  bredeney.  Prom  enquiries  it  appeared  that  the 
onset  of  the  illness  was  in  August  and  the  family  thought 
it  resulted  from  some  pork  which  they  had  eaten.  Two  of 
the  patients  continued  to  excrete  the  organism  until 
December.  The  third  patient  was  still  excreting  the 
organism  in  December  but  then  left  the  District.  The 
organism  which  caused  the  sporadic  case  was  Salmonella 
Stanleyville.  This  case  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
department  from  a bacteriological  report  received  from  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  The  patient  had  left  the 
country  before  enquiries  could  be  made. 
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Pub  lie  Health  ( Leprosy  >19^^ 

The  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations  I966  came 
into  operation  on  1st.  March  I966.  These  Regulations 
provide  for  the  notification  by  medical  practitioners  to 
medical  officers  of  health  of  all  cases  of  leprosy,  and 
for  the  transmission  of  this  information  to  the  Chief 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


Bacteriol o gi c a 1 Ey ami nations 

As  an  aid  to  diagnosis  and  for  the  detection  of 
carriers  of  pathogenic  organisms,  specimens  of  various 
kinds  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  for  bacteriological  examination.  During  I966 
one  hundred  and  seventeen  specimens  were  submitted  in 
connection  with  infectious  disease. 


International  Sanitary  Regulations 

During  the  year  998  International  Vaccination 
Certificates  v;ere  duly  authenticated.  These  were  for 
vaccination  against  Smallpox,  Cholera,  Typhoid  Fever  and 
Paratyphoid  Fever.

PUBI.IC  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  is  the  statutory  water 
undertaker  for  the  whole  of  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District 
and  I am  indebted  to  LIr.  E.R.  G-riffiths,  M.I.C.B.  , 

the  Chief  Engineer  for  the  information  which  follows  regarding 
the  public  supply  to  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  (for  the 
period  1st  April,  1966  - 31  st  March,  1967). 

"(a)  1,  Quality  of  Water  - Satisfactory  ^ 

2,  Quantity  of  Water  - Adequate 

(b)  Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  tables  are  enclosed, 

(c)  Plumbo  solvent  action  is  not  likely  to  take  place  i;ith 

the  present  supply  and  of  the  samples  token  in  the  Distribution 
system  none  has  been  found  to  contain  lead, 

(d)  No  contamination  has  been  isolated.  Suspect  samples 
obtained  from  consumers'  taps  have  been  found  to  be 
satisfactory  upon  re-test  after  cleaning  and  sterilisation 
of  tap  components,"

Most  of  the  houses  in  the  district  receive  a public  supply. 

This  supply  is  direct  to  the  houses,  there  being  no  stand  pipes. 

In  addition  to  the  bacteriological  examinations  carried  out 
by  the  North  West  Sussex  Water  Board,  24  samples  of  the  public  supply 
v;ere  taken  in  1966  by  my  Department  for  bacteriological  examination 
by  the  Public  Analyst,  The  reports  on  20  of  the  samples  v/ere 
satisfactory.  The  reports  on  3 samples  were  that,  although  the 
organisms  were  harmless  types  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the 
samples  was  not  sa.tisfactory.  These  unsatisfactory  samples  were 
reported  to  the  North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  and  the  explanation 
was  that  work  had  recently  been  carried  out  on  the  mains  in  the  vicinity 
of  where  the  samples  were  taken.  One  sample  gave  a positive  result 
for  faecal  organisms  (E.  Coli),  This  sample  had  been  taken  from 
a wash  hand  basin  tap  in  a cloakroom.  The  explanation  of  the 
result  was  that  the  tap  had  previously  been  contaminated  on  being 
turned  and  a faculty  tap  gland  had  allowed  contaminated  water  to 
drip  down  the  outside  of  the  tap  so  getting  into  the  sample, 

PRIVATE  ¥AT>.R  SQPPLIES 

A small  number  of  properties  in  the  District  have  a private 
water  supply.  This  is  .usually  n well  supply  which  is  not  chlorinated 
or  filtered.  During  1966,  fifty  samples  from  private  supplies  were 
taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  In  a number  of  results  the 
probable  number  of  Bact,  Coli  (type  l)  varied  between  25  and  1 8O4..

In  1966  the  Council  were  continuiiig  their  comprehensive 
prograiniiie  to  provide  main  drainage  to  the  larger  parishes  and 
built  up  areas.  During  the  year  schemes  for  the  villages  of 
"utineham,  Kimberley  and  the  remaining  parts  of  Vest  Chiltington, 
Nutbourne  and  Thalceham,  v^ere  completed,  malcing  a total  of 
thirteen  par’ishes  in  the  Hurd  District  no\v  sev/ered. . The  scheme 
for  the  villages  of  Coldualtham  and  Vatersfield  v/as  still 
under  construction. 

Proposals  for  the  provision  of  surface  water  drainage  at 
Steyning  and  foul  drainage  to  pai'ts  of  the  Maudlyn  area  of 
Bramber  had  reached  the  design  stages.  The  Council  resolved 
that  the  Heath  Common  area  of  a'ashington,  Thalceham  and  SuIIington 


should  be  se\7cred.

RLPUGE  COLLECTION  Ai^ID  DISPOSAL 

For  the  purpose  of  refuse  collection  the  district  is 
divided  into  seven  areas,  dealt  with  by  seven  vehicles  and  a 
total  of  24  men  and  a Foreman, 

All  urban  communities  are  afforded  a weekly  collection  and 
a fortnightly  collection  is  given  to  outlying  properties. 
Approximately  86^0  of  the  population  of  the  district  receive 
a weekly  collection  and  14^  a fortnightly  collection.  Collection 
is  made  from  the  rear  of  premises  and  carried  out  by  the  skep 
system* 

Of  the  seven  service  vehicles  one  is  a modern  35  cubic 
yard  Bedford  PaJcamatic  compaction  compression  vehicle;  five 
vehicles  are  18  cubic  yard  fore  and  aft  tippers  and  one  is  a 12 
cubic  yard  side  loader.  An  additional  vehicle  is  kept  in  reserve 
in  c ase  of  emergency. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at 
three  sites  \7ithin  the  district  i.e,  a worked  out  sandpit  at 
Washington  serves  the  entire  v/estem  portion  of  the  district; 
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a controlled  tip  on  lov;  lying  gi’oiind  at  Steyning  serves  the 
central  area  and  a controlled  tip  at  Small  Dole  is  available  for 
disposal  of  refuse  from  the  eastern  area.  One  man  is  employed 
at  each  tip.  At  Washington  and  Steyning  tips  mechanical  shovels 
are  employed. 

The  above  Services  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Surveyor,

STATUTORY  I'TQISAI'iGES  Four  Notices  in  accordance  v/ith  the 
provisions  of  Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act  193^  were 
served  in  1966*  These  nuisances  resulted  from:- 

1 • Accumulation  of  offensive  material.  Owing  to  a 
change  of  circumstances  it  not  necessary  to 
take  action  on  the  Abatement  Notice, 

2,  The  use  of  a diesel  engined  electricity  generator. 

Tlie  nuisance  abated  by  removal  of  the  generator, 

3,  The  keeping  of  pigs.  Nuisance  abated, 

4,  The  keeping  of  pigs.  Legal  proceedings  were 

instituted  but  the  hearing  of  thh  case  was 
adjourned  by  mutual  agreement  and  an 
undertaking  accepted  that  the  v/ork  be 
completed  within  a period  extending  to  April, 

1967. 


NOISE  ABiiTEYENT  .^CT  1 960 


This  Act  malces  provisions  in  respect  of  the  control  of 
noise  and  vibration  vrith  a vie-v#  to  their  abatement. 

Six  complaints  alleging  nuisance  from  noise  were  received 
during  the  year.  These  related  to  the  w’orking  of  a chalk 
pit,  noise  from  sav/-*mills,  noise  from  mobile  generator,  noise 
from  loiries,  noise  from  house  repairs  and  noise  caused  by 
members  at  a club. 

The  noise  was  abated  or  reduced  in  four  cases  and  in 
one  case  the  complaint  was  not  substantiated.  In  another  case  the 
noise  v;as  not  considered  to  constitute  a public  health 
nuisanc  e.

Food  Complaints  Pov/ers  to  deal  with  food  complaints  are 
provided  in  Sections  2 and  8 of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act, 

1955. 

In  1966  twelve  complaints  were  received  from  fr^ 
persons  who  felt  they  had  been  sold  food  which  was  unfit 
for  human  consumption.  An  investigation  was  made  of  these 
complaints  and  the  vendors  of  the  food  in  question  were 
informed  and  invited  to  submit  explanations. 
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Five  of  the  complaints  were  of  foreign  matter  in 
the  food  details  of  which  follow: 

Can  of  corned  beef  which  contained  a 
piece  of  thick  fabric  measuring  9"  6". 

Can  of  fruit  cocktail  which  contained  a 
piece  of  cardboard  measuring  2^"  x . 

Packet  of  biscuits  in  which  a moth  was 
f ound . 

A loaf  in  which  the  foreign  matter  was 
found  to  be  grease  from  the  bakery- 
machinery,  and  rolls  in  which  two  small 
pellets  of  black  foreign  matter  were 
found  to  consist  of  burnt  food  substances. 

One  complaint  related  to  a loaf  of  bread  found  to 
be  in  a mouldy  condition. 

In  two  of  the  cases  the  matter  was  referred  to  the 
County  Council  which  is  the  Pood  and  Drugs  authority.  In 
two  cases  warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  manufacturers 
and  suppliers  concerned  and  in  the  other  cases  no  action 
v/as  taken  . 

Six  complaints  relating  respectively  to  fresh  meat, 
fresh  fruit, -ret  fish,  a meat  pie  and  two  tins  of  canned 
goods  were  not  substantiated. 


Section  9 Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  relates  to  the 

examination  and  seizure  of  suspected  food.  An 
authorised  officer  of  a Council  may  at  all  reasonable 
timesexamine  any  food  intended  for  human  consumption 
v/hich  has  been  sold,  or  is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale, 
or  is  in  the  possession  of,  or  has  been  deposited  with  or 
consigned  to,  any  person  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  of 
preparation  for  sale,  and,  if  it  appears  to  him  to  be 
unfit  for  h-uman  consumption,  may  seize  it  and  remove  it 
in  order  to  have  it  dealt  with  by  a Justice  of  the  Peace. 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  section 
during  the  year,  but  requests  were  received  from  trades 
people  for  examination  of  suspected  food.  On  the  next 
page  is  a list  of  foods  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  and  voluntarily  surrendered.

I ILK,  Local  authorities  are  required  by  the  milk  and  Dairies 
TGeneral)  Regulations  1959  to  keep  a Register  of  persons 
carrying  on  the  trade  of  milk  distributor  and  of  all  dairy 
premises  other  than  dairy  farms  in  their  district. 

Luring  1966,  five  applications  to  sell  milk  in  the 
District  were  granted  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
14  persons  registered  to  sell  milk  in  the  District.  There 
are  no  dairy  premises  in  the  District.. 

All  milk  sold  to  the  public  must  bear  one  of  the 
special  designations.  I n accordance  with  the  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  Regulations  1965?  De  special  designations  are 
(e)  Untreated  (b)  Pasteurised  and  (c)  Sterilised.  Under  the 
I-ilk  (Special  Designation) ( Amendment )Regulations , I965  which 
came  into  operation  on  October  1st.  I965  a nev7  special 
designation  "UXtra  Heat  Treated"  was  prescribed.  The  special 
designated  milks  have  to  comply  with  certain  prescribed  tests 
and  in  I966,  thirty-six  samples  of  Untreated  Milk  (farm 
bottled  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  for  the  appropriate  prescribed  test.  Thirty-two 
samples  satisfied  the  prescribed  test  and  four  samples 
failed  it.  The  failed  tests  were  reported  to  the  Division- 
al Milk  Officer,  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
’■•'hich  is  the  authority  for  the  issuing  of  licences  in  respect 
of  Untreated (Farm  bottled)milk . 

biological  Examination  of  milk  During  I966  samples  of 
Untreated  (farm  bottled)  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  biological  examination  for 
the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  the  brucella  organism.

HOUSING 


Local  authorities  have  duties  in  relation  to  housing 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  1936  and  I96I  and  the  Housing 
Acts  o 


Under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  the  main  action  is  .in 
respect  of  Nuisances  - their  discovery  aiid  abatement.  These 
are  dealt  \vith  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Other  aspects  of  housing  are  dealt  v^ith  under  the 
Housing  Act  1957  and  other  relevant  Acts. 

HOUSING  ACT  1957 


This  Act  makes  provision  for  securing  the  repair, 
maintenance  and  sanitary  condition  of  houses;  for  clearance 
and  redevelopment;  for  the  abatement  of  overcrowding  and 
for  the  provision  of  housing  accommodation. 

Houses  unfit  for  human  habitation.  In  1966  the  Me d i c a 1 
Officer  of  Health  made  an  Official  Hepresentation  that  the 
premises  named  belov:  were  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

(1)  The  Bungalov/,  Old  House  Corner,  Nutbourne. 

(2)  1/2,  Railway  Cottages  St.  Botolphs,  Bramber. 

In  respect  of  (l)  above  the  Council,  in  accordance 
v/ith  the  provisions  of  Section  17  of  the  Housing  Act  1957> 
made  a Demolition  Order. 

The  Council  also  made  a Demolition  Order  in  respect  of 
West  Lodge,  Coneyhurst,  West  Chiltington  which  property  h8.d 
been  officially  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  1965  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

As  regards  (2)  above,  any  offer  in  respect  of  the 
carrying  out  of  v^orks  or  future  use  of  the  dwelling  was  to 
be  considered  by  the  Council  in  1967- 

Slum  Clearance*  The  Council  did  not  submit  any  proposal  to 
the  Minister  for  the  periods  1955-60  and  I96O-65  respectively. 

However,  in  1964)  the  Council  declared  a Clearance  Area 
and  made  a Clearance  Order,  vizs  Castletown  Upper  Deeding

ooOoo — 
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FACTORIES  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 


Under  the  Factories  Act  I96I,  District  Councils  have  certain 
responsibilities  in  connection  with  general  health  and  welfare 
provisions  in  factories.  These  differ  according  to  whether  the 
factory  is  a power  factory  or  a non-power  factory,  i.e.  whether 
mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are  concerned 
with  the  provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
temperature,  ventilation,  drainage  of  floors  and  sanitary  conveni- 
ences. 


In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions  being 
the  responsibility  of  H.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories  who  is  also 
responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirement  relating 
to  the  provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork. 

The  law  relating  to  outworkers  is  dealt  with  in  Sections  133 
and  134 j Part  VIII  of  the  Factories  Act. 

The  classes  of  outwork  to  which  the  provisions  relate  are 
specified  by  Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Labour. 

Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of 
every  factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier 
in  the  business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and 
manner  lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  employed 
by  them  as  outworkers. 

A copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Local  Authority 
where  the  factory  is  situated  and  if  the  place  of  employment  of  the 
outworker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the  factory  is  situated 
the  Council  of  that  District  is  required  to  forward  the  name  and 
address  of  any  outworker  to  the  appropriate  District  Council. 

Section  134  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of  persons 
in  unwholesome  premises. 
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Below  is  a list  of  the  factories  re/xistered  in  the  Jis  l:rici, 
and  fo] lowing  on  are  the  prescribed  particulars  which  are 
required  by  Section  153(l)  the  Factories  Act  I96I  to  be 
furnished  by  Ihedical  Officers  of  Health  in  their  Annual 
Reports  v/ith  respect  to  matters  under  Parts  I and  YIII  of 
that  Act  which  are  administered  by  the  District  Council.
